Jones of Moselle, Miss., a traveling 
salesman. 


Saw Mob with Bodies. 


Mr. Jones was the last man to see 
the hooded mob late at night with the

active and passive, which it rouses. In short, we. 
ean find nothing hopeful in the present program 
of the French government, even for France. 

We are told by French partisans that the Ger- 
mans had to be taught that they had been defeated 
and that they cannot avoid payment. When we 
consider that Germany has fallen from its place as 
the most ‘powerful and prosperous nation on the 
continent to a state of military impotence, financial 
bankruptcy, and widespread popular impoverish- 
ment and suffering, we are unable to give much 
weight to that theory. We cannot see that further 
punishment will produce anything other than 
Gespair and dissolution or desperate resistance, 
and we cannot believe that either will be anything 
short of disastrous to European society and to 
France herself as one of its bulwarks. 

If events prove we are wrong in these opinions 


\ we shall have to revise our conclusions from his- 
tory and reverse those doctrines of principle and 


of expediency which we held during the war and 
which we condemned Germany for violating, But 
f ‘we are right we have a rather serious considera- 
tion in the part we played in the struggle. For

¢annot forget that the American President, with 
the undoubted acquiescence of the American people, 
aet forth in the fourteen points the principles upon 
which we proposed a durable peace should be made. 
‘We cannot forget that he assured the German 
people that we cherished no intention to prostrate 
them but only to destroy the militaristic caste 
which controlled their aggressive policy, We can- 
mot deny that these authoritative pronouncements, 
backed by our decisive force on the battlefield, 
dissolved the spirit ef resistance in Germany, re- 
‘sulted in the fall of the dynasty and the erection 
of a republic, and brought about a prompt cessa- 
tion of hostilities in the field and the end of or- 
In short, we know that our pronouncements of 
elevated and healing purpose broke the war morale 
of the German people while they were as yet in 
enemy territory in the possession of a powerful 
army, and we know that no sooner had German 
resistance crumbled and the new republic found 
iteelf without force for defense of its interest than 
terms were imposed in violation of the fourteen 
points and of the spirit we had assured the Ger- 
man people controlled our actions,

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_ LIGHT AS A MEDICINE 

T would seem that we have been 

overlooking the very best medicine 

that has ever been compounded, That 

medicine is light. It begins to look 
as if light were a better medicine than 
was ever sold in a bottle or advertised in 
@ newspaper. Maybe one reason for 
overlooking it was the fact that it is 
free. We all have a notion that what's 
free is “ no good.” Some of usiread Alt- 
geld’s book, “ The Cost of Something for 
Nothing.” Then, again, there was #80 
much of it lying around loose, It was as 
common as pig tracks, Another reason 
is that light is a compound, a regular 
shotgun prescription, and the part that 
was good for one man was harmful to 
another. 

Pinsen was greatly honored for what 
he knew about light not more than a 
quarter of a century ago, but what has 
been discovered about light since Fin- 
sen’s day makes that distinguished gsci-

To begin with, there are different kinds 
and varieties of lights now in use which 
have been developed since Finsen’s time.

| Unless the skin is exposed to cool, mov- 
ing air when it is exposed to this part 
of the ray, there is Liable to be a re- 
sultant inflammation of the skin with but 
little benefit to the underlying tissues,

The power to ease pain rests princi- 
pally with the part of the ray toward the 
‘red. This part is better absorbed than 
| other parts. The heat of the ray can 
i heat the blood lying below the skin and 
| perhaps through tliis agency can affect 
tissues some distance away. 

The power to produce chemical change 
and to kill bactéria lies on both sides of 
the violet, but principally on the invis- 
ible part.

CANNOT REMAIN IN POSSESSION, 
REFUSING TO PAY BRENT, 


Chicago, Jan. 18.--[To the Friend of the 
People. ]--The carpet on the stairs and the 
landings of the apartment building of 
which I am a tenant is unsightly and 
dangerous. Severa] complaints had been 
made orally and I myself had written 
a complaint. In December last I told 
the owner that I would not pay the 
January rent until something was done 
about the carpet.

An Episcopal clergyman said today 
that feeling on the question of liber- 
alism opposed to hard and fast tradi- 
tional belief, had crystallized into a 
movement backing Dr. Grant against 
the bishop. At least fifteen meetings 
of clergymen on both sides of the 
issue, high churchmen ang men taking 
the Grant view here have been held 
since the rector preached the sermon 
a week ago Sunday which brought 
Bishop Manning's rebuke. 

Will Have Plenty of Backing. 

“ Other men who think as Dr. Grant 
does may seek to be tried with him,” 
the clergyman said.

they were not physically fit. No one 
under 16 may work at night. 
’ In the matter of hours, however, the 
criticism has been widely made by the 
national child labor committee and oth- 
ers that the North Carolina laws permit 
the overworking of the younger opera- 
tives. They stress the fact that the 
law permits a wérk week of sixty hours 
where the federal law said forty-eight 
hours. As a matter of fact, however, 
the great bulk of the mills have in- 
Stalled the fifty-five hour week. 

two years ago mor than half of the 
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513 mills in the state worked a sixty 
hour week, which means an eleven 
hour day. ‘Today, according to reliable 
informa’ , less than one-fifth of the 
mills have the sixty hour week. 


8,283 at Work Now. 


The latesf report gives the ber of 
children at work in the mills under 16 
years as 8,283. Apparently about 1,500 
of these work a sixty hour week and 
the rest a fifty-fiVe hour week. The 
authorities say the number under 14 
years in this total is small. Comparing 
this with the east, a fifty-four hour 
work week for children is allowed in 


New Hampshire, Connecticut, Maine, 
and Rhode Island. Cotton manufactur- 
ers here point out that in this state Jess 
than fifteen years ago a sixty-six hour 
week was the general custom in the 
mills. 

As to whether a fifty-five hour week 
is too prolonged, a strain on the 14 to 
16 year old workers, most of the boys 
under 16 are employed as doffer boys; 
when bobbins become full the boys 
move them. Between doffs they are at 
liberty, so that the actual hour worked 
does not run more than five or six 
hours a day.
